To the Inhabitants of the Town of North Hampton in the. 
County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


(Polls will not close earlier than three o’clock in the af- 
ternoon. Business meeting called at one o'clock.) 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
-said North Hampton on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March, 
next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priation of the same. 

3. To see if the town will vote to approve the appropria- 
tion of $900.00 for State Aid Construction on Walnut Ave- 
nue, the state ‘to furnish a like amount, as recommended a 
the Budget Committee for the current year. 

4. To see if the town will vote to authorize the town 
treasurer, with the appropval of the selectmen, to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes. 

5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $266.92 for the town road aid, the state to con- 
tribute the sum of $1,067.66. 

6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the change of 
the $2,000.00 appropriated last town meeting as a capital 
reserve fund for the construction of a new school building 
to the capital reserve fund to be used for the construction 
or reconstruction of town buildings. 
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7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $4,900.00 as a capital reserve fund to be used for 
the construction and acquisition of a water works system. 
(By petition.) | 

8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $4,000.00 as a capital reserve fund to be used for 
the construction or reconstruction of the town buildings. 
(By petition.) 

9. To see if the town-will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,000.00 as a capital reserve fund to be used for 
the purchase of a new piece of fire apparatus. (By peti- 
tion.)

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SCHOOL REPORT 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


‘To the School Board of North Hampton: | 

I herewith present my sixteenth report as Superintendent 
of your schools. In addition to a report on the school during 
the first term of the current year, it will include the statisti- 
cal report for the year 1944-1945, the promotion figures of 
June 1945, the summaries as reported to the State Board of 
Education and the tuition lists. : 

The current school year began on Wednesday, Septem-~ 
ber 10, 1945 with an initial enrollment of 102. This compares 
with an initial enrollment of 109 the previous year. The 
graduating class of June 1946 now has a registration of 
thirteen. 

North Hampton is one of the few districts that retained 
its teaching staff complete. This guarantees the success of 
the school during the current year. Every effort should be 
‘made to retain the present teachers. 

Our pupils once again are having instruction in Art. Miss 
Dorothea Martin the teacher, is a graduate of the Massa- 
chusetts School-of Art. Since she has received the same 
training as her predecessor, Mrs. Naves, her methods and 
-objectives are similar. In addition to the pleasure which 
most children derive from this work, it helps develop a dif- 
ferent ability from that of the “fundamental” subjects. 
Music is an additional subject which opens new avenues of 
interest. Mrs. Foster is in charge of this work. She has the 
full cooperation of teachers and pupils. Cooperative effort 
‘produces results that react to the benefit of all concerned. 

Our graduates are doing good work in the high schools 
in which they have enrolled. A summary of the first ranking 
‘period results from these schools shows the average of our 
‘pupils to be in the 85% to 89% group. This is the result of 
the quality of work accomplished in our own school. The 
teachers, as well as the pupils, are to be congratulated. 
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Without the real effort of both, such results could not be 
accomplished. 


The latest type of standardized tests are to be used in our ~ 
schools this year. These are revised forms and are machine 
corrected. Boston University has offered this service. The 
machine corrected tests make for complete accuracy in in- 
terpretation. With the results as guide, it will be possible to 
determine the strengths and weaknesses of each pupil and 
‘to work from them. It offers opportunity for economy of 
time and effort. 


The manual training course for boys and girls is receiving 
favorable comment from other school people. It is enjoy- 
able for the pupils and furnishes training in accuracy and 
manual skills which are transferable to other branches of 
student activity. It might be well to install an acoustically 
treated ceiling above this room. This would keep the noise 
from the water pump as well as the necessary hammering 
of manual arts projects from the 4th and 5th grade room. 


During the past year tests in vocational aptitude were 
given our graduating class. In the elementary grades the 
object is primarily to ascertain the natural interests and 
abilities of the pupils during these years. While the results 
of various interest charts and aptitude tests are not meant 
to be conclusive, they do give a lead toward types of inter- 
ests and types of abilities. Too often children drift unthink- 
ingly into activities for which they are not adapted. This 
testing program, at least, gives them the opportunity for a. 
serious analysis of themselves. We believe this is all to the 
good. It is not intended that these tests shall enable a pupil 
to choose his life work at this early age but it is intended 
that he shall know his own fields of strengths, and the fun- 
damental demands and possibilities in these fields. It is not 
too early to consider these things. Boston University offers 
a counciling department to the schools af New England. It 
might be well to consider using part of this service as a fur 
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ther help to our children. This would bring a trained coun- 
cilor to North Hampton to consult with our children and 
advise them as to their further schooling. In the highly 
competitive conditions of the immediate future it is impor- 
tant that each be busy in the field of his best capabilities. 


The Parent Teacher Association has rendered a valuable 
service to the pupils by purchasing an Ampro sound projec- 
tor. This is the latest 16 MM machine and can project silent 
or sound films. Motion pictures are increasingly being used 
in class instruction. For the teaching of History, Geogra- 
phy, Health and Science, moving pictures furnish an accu- 
rate and vivid portrayal of facts which otherwise might de- 
pend wholly upon the printed page. It is an economical 
method for teaching basic principles. 


The teachers and pupils of the North Hampton school 
have been conscious of their war responsibilities. In addi- 
tion to taking active part in Red Cross drives, paper and 
milkweed floss collections, distribution of the various ra- 
tion books and the printed material sent out by the national 
government, bonds and stamps have always been bought 
through the schools. These have been reported each year. 
During the past completed school year a total of $1,118.60 
in stamps has been reported sold by our pupils. 


Due credit should be given to our teachers who have kept 
our schools at their high standard under the war time con- 
ditions. Many left the profession to enter more remunera- 
tive employment for the “duration.” North Hampton was 
not compelled to work under a handicap of this kind. 


I wish to express my thanks to you as a Board for help- 
ful guidance in the administration of the schools and to the 
teachers for real cooperation.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN

Early in December 1945 we were able to complete the 
physical examination of pupils of the second and sixth 
. grades and to check some of the children in whom major 
defects had been found in previous examinations. It was 
very gratifying to find how many of the recommended cor- 
rections had been made and we wish to thank those parents 
for their cooperation. We found a total of twenty cases in 
which corrections should be made and it was interesting to 
find that of these ten were tooth conditions and that these 
were in children who had just become pupils in the North 
Hampton school and came from towns in which no exami- 
nations were given. Most of these defects have been already 
corrected I am glad to say showing that parents are willing 
to do what is shown to be necessary when their attention is 
called to the matter. Among other defects found were still 
cases in which more attention should be paid to the proper 
fit and upkeep of the child’s shoes to prevent developing 
“flat-foot” in later life and again I urge parents to watch 
out for “run over” heels and shoes which do not fit. The 
general health of the school was found to be good and we 
feel sure that better results have been obtained by the pre- 
sent method of a more thorough examination of two 
grades each year instead of a cursory looking over of the 
entire school.

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NURSE’S REPORT 


To thh School Board of North Hampton. 


Following are the health activities carried on in the 
North Hampton Schools from Jan. Ist, 1945 to Jan. Ist, 
1946. 

Most of the corrective work for the 1944 physical exami- 
nation was done during the winter and spring terms of 
1945. 

There was no dental clinic, however there were ninety- 
two children who had dental care by their family dentist. 
There were several under-privileged children taken to Dr. 
Pierson’s office in Hampton for complete dental work. The 
cost was paid by the P. T. A. 

A hot lunch is being served to about 80 children at noon 
by Mrs. Allen. All children are having milk during recess. 
All children are weighed and measured during fall, winter 
and spring terms 


7 children had tonsillectomies performed 
17 children had their eyes examined by their oculist and 
received glasses 
2 children had glasses changed 
All children are vaccinated.

No. found to have defective teeth 29 
No. found to have defective tonsils 13. 
No. found to have orthopedic defects 4

There were twenty-four visits made to the school. There 
have been no contagious diseases in the school this school 
year. 
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The P. T. A. sponsored a summer round-up health exami- 
nation last June for all pre-school children coming into 
school this year. Six children who entered the first grade in 
September attended. There were no serious defects found. 
Six children were vaccinated. 


There was a diphtheria toxoid clinic held last May for all 
school children in the first and second grades and all pre- 
school children over six months of age. Dr. Stroback and 
Miss Waite of the Public Health Office in Exeter were in 

attendance. 


Dr. White examined the children in the second and sixth 
grades Dec. 11th and Dec. 17th, 1945. He found no serious 
defects. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank our Superinten- 
dent, Mr. Gillmore, the School Board, teachers, parents, and 
Parent Teacher Association for their cooperation and won- 
derful help with my health work.
